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Ci DEPENDING ON THE COURSE OF A TRIAL THIS WEEK, THE GOVERNMENT COULD OWE CANNABIS BIG — IN BACK TAXES. 


The Great Weed 
Tax Revolt 


At least one part of Scarface is 
accurate — the part when cocaine dealers 
amass ungodly sums of money and use 
it to transform the Miami skyline. So 
much cash was flowing into southern 
Florida in the late 1970s that, accord- 
ing toa U.S. Treasury analysis, the 
country’s entire currency surplus could 
be traced to Miami banks. 

To try to put a stop to this — or 
to at least grab a cut of the action 
— Congress amended the federal 
tax code in 1982 to include a section 
called 280E, which bars anyone deal- 
ing in controlled substances from 
claiming the cost of the drugs on 
their federal taxes. 

It sounds absurd — did the Co- 
caine Cowboys really keep receipts for 
each cigarette boat shipment, and did 
they hire an accountant every April? 
— and maybe it was. (We have a Min- 
neapolis-area drug dealer named Jeff 
Edmondson to thank for it. In 1975, 
convicted of trafficking, Edmondson 
filed a tax return listing the cost of 
13 ounces of cocaine, 100 pounds of 
marijuana, and over 1 million hits of 
amphetamine. Unsatisfied with his 


tax lien after his bust, he challenged 
his tax bill in court, lost, and led 
Congress to add 280E so nobody ever 
tried to dodge drug taxes again.) 


But 280E has had a lasting impact. 


And for this reason, it’s not true to 
say the federal government hates 
weed. The feds love cannabis — or at 
least the taxman does. 

More than 30 years later, 280E 
continues to cause problems for 
the modern-day cannabis industry. 
Since cannabis remains a Schedule 
I controlled substance, it remains 
controlled by 280E. This means any 
business that touches the marijuana 
plant can’t claim the cost of goods 
sold. Cannabis businesses unaware of 
this have been hit with severe penal- 
ties from the IRS. 

While a serious threat to business, 
for a long time 280E was low on the 
list of priorities for 
the cannabis indus- 
try. Who can bother 
with tax court when 
there’s a real risk of a 
law enforcement raid? 
But now that the legal- 
ization fight is slowly 
being won — and now 
that Congress has 
barred the DEA and 
other federal Justice 
Department officials 





from interfering with state-legal can- 
nabis — the weed industry is chal- 
lenging 280E. 

In 2010, Oakland’s Harborside 
Health Center — by reputation the 
nation’s biggest cannabis dispensa- 
ry — received a bill from the IRS for 
$2.4 million in back taxes, income 
it claimed on federal tax returns but 
couldn’t under 280E. (Dispensary 
operators told Forbes that without 
being able to claim the cost of goods 
sold, the effective tax rate is between 
60 and 90 percent.) 

Fresh from winning a case against 
the Justice Department, which had 
been trying to shut the dispensary 
down since 2012, Harborside has 
been in court all week, trying to get a 
U.S. Tax Court judge to rule that a le- 
gal cannabis dispensary can claim the 
cost of goods on its taxes. 
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To do that, San Francisco attorney 
Henry Wykowski is going to raise 
a few arguments. For starters, he’ll 
argue that 280E was never meant to 
apply to state-licensed cannabis dis- 
pensaries. (He has a point there, as 
they did not exist in 1981.) 

“Ignoring the intent of Con- 
gress, the IRS has chosen to apply 
280E to legitimate cannabis busi- 
nesses, says Wykowski, who also 
points to a certain line in 280E that 
would seem to exclude a business 
that sells other, legal items as well 
as cannabis. 

That may seem like a technical- 
ity — and it is. But that’s what the 
tax code is all about. 

Harborside has a few support- 
ers, including the original sponsor 
of 280E. Before he left govern- 

ment, former U.S. Rep. 
Pete Stark argued on 
the floor of Congress 
that the IRS is willfully 
misinterpreting 280E 
by applying it to canna- 
bis dispensaries. 

If Wykowski wins 
and Harborside’s tax 
bill is thrown out, it 
will be expensive for 
the government. It 
would mean Harbor- 
side does not owe the 


$2.4 million from 2010 — and it 
also means the dispensary, and 
every other dispensary in the 
country, could file for refunds on 
past taxes paid, Wykowski says. 

(If he loses, it could also be very 
expensive: Harborside would be on 
the hook for $10 million in back 
taxes, including the years since the 
original appeal was filed, he told 
Marijuana Business Daily.) 

Other observers say it’s most 
likely the tax court will do what 
most other courts have done on 
marijuana — kick the ball back 
to Congress, California U.S. Reps. 
Barbara Lee (D-Oakland) and Dana 
Rohrabacher (R-Huntington Beach) 
— the latter of whom became the 
first U.S. elected official to publicly 
say he uses medical marijuana — 
have had a 280E reform bill blocked 
in a Congressional committee. 

That would mean no dispensa- 
ries could file for back taxes. 

The trial is expected to run 
through Friday, though a deci- 
sion may not come until 2017. By 
that time, cannabis could be legal 
throughout California — every- 
where, except on tax returns.

Fear of a Frisco Planet 


Other cities are having our urban problems — and looking to us for fixes. (Spoiler: We're still working on It.)

To strike fear into the heart of 
the Portlander, you need only utter two 
words: “San Francisco.” 

The Bay Area and its marquee city are the 
model for everything that’s gone wrong 
with urbanism in America today — lack of 
new housing, little affordable housing, and 
widening income inequality — which 
means “San Francisco” is a frequent topic of 
conversation in Portland. 

“‘Let’s not be San Francisco’ — I hear 
that everywhere, from top politicians to 
grassroots activists,’ says Margot Black, 
a math teacher by day who is also one of 
Portland’s main tenant organizers. “We 
generally point to San Francisco as an 
example of what we don’t want to be.” 

Not that having a model to avoid is 
helping — or working at all. As the Bay 
Area becomes increasingly unafford- 
able, more and more Californians are 
fleeing to the Northwest — but, with 
the miracle of the internet, they are 
taking their Bay Area jobs and Bay 
Area salaries with them, driving up 
prices in Portland. This means, in a 
real way, San Francisco’s loss is Port- 
land’s loss. 

The problem is that Portland 
and San Francisco — and Seattle as 
well — have more in common than 
not. “All three cities are dealing 
with housing shortages, and,as 
a result, overpricing,” says Ra- 
quel O. Rivera Pinderhuges, a 
professor of urban studies at 
San Francisco State Universi- 
ty. “All three are dealing with 
gentrification, displacing low 
income people from neigh- 
borhoods, and all three are 
dealing with homelessness.” 

It would be easy to say that

shelter closes: now what?

It’s closing time for San Fran- 


cisco’s emergency homeless shelter 
at Pier 80, where many denizens of 
the former “Tent City” went when 
their shantytown was demolished 
following the Super Bowl. 

But city officials say the shelter 
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housing supply is the chief cause of all of 
this. But that’s not quite it. “The housing 
crisis is not just a consequence of supply,’ 
Rivera Pinderhuges adds. “It’s a conse- 
quence of a pricing problem.” 

It’s an obvious statement — perhaps 
even more obvious than “we need more 
housing” — but nobody would pay 
$4,500 for a one-bedroom apartment 
unless they could. And while there’s 
lots of talk about fixing zoning laws 
in California to build more housing, 
there’s not a 

























is closing on a high note. 

Sam Dodge, up until recently 
Mayor Ed Lee’s homeless czar, 
tells SF Weekly the city is trying to 
replicate the shelter — a converted 
storage shed left over from the 
America’s Cup — just not at Pier 
80. 

“We're looking around for other 
good opportunities to expand shel- 
ter capacity,’ says Dodge, who will 
become second-in-command at the 
city’s new Department of Home- 
lessness and Supportive Housing. 

Pier 80 is for now a good model 
to follow. More than 250 people 
went through the shelter and were 


lot of talk about building our way out of 
income inequality. 

“Nobody’s really looking at that 
piece,’ Black says. “To me, that’s the 
most obvious reason.” 

Not that the tech boom swallowing 
the West Coast has been all bad for 
Portlanders. Housing activist Chloe 
Eudaly, a longshot candidate for Port- 
land City Council, started a Facebook 
page called “That’s a Damn Shed” to 
highlight shoddy housing going for as- 
tronomical prices. In a shocking upset, 
she won a primary campaign earlier 

this spring and advanced to this

placed into housing, Dodge claims. 

“We've had some veterans. 
We've had some long-term home- 
less people who are a good fit with 
the navigation center,” he says. “We 
had some people on the county 
adults assistance program who are 
eligible for Care Not Cash housing. 
We’ve had a number of people 
take advantage of our homeward 
bound program and reconnect with 
friends and family.” 

That would seem to underscore 
the need for these kinds of solu- 
tions in a city with more than half 
of the estimated 6,600 homeless 
residents living on the streets. But 
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fall’s runoff. 

Seeing a grassroots housing activist 
achieve political success is cause for 
PDX pride. But in other ways, slightly 
more-affordable Portland may be worse 
off than we are. San Francisco at least 
enjoys a few amenities Portland does 
not. A key one is rent control, which 
is preempted by Oregon state law. 
“We're seeing senior citizens get $500, 
$600 rent increases, buildings getting 
emptied out with 90 days’ notice,” says 
Black, who adds that Rip City has lately 
acquired a virulent nativist streak — or, 
more accurately, a “real hostility to- 
wards Californians.” 

Hostility, but also hope — as ina 
hope we get a handle on all these 
problems before they spread too 
much further. 
“California has to succeed,” 
says U.S. Rep. Earl Blumenauer, 
a dapper fellow with a penchant 
for bow ties and bicycles who 
represents Portland and some 
surrounding areas in Congress. 
Blumenauer looks and talks 
as though he’d do well in San 
Francisco — but like Black 
and other Portlanders, he’s 
counting on us to not ruin 
his home as well. “If Cali- 
fornia is a basket case, 
Portland is toast,” he 
says. If so, at least 
the toast will be 
artisanal. 





perhaps in a more central location. 

The site faced some criticism 
by shelter occupants and homeless 
advocates for its isolated location 
at the foot of Cesar Chavez Street 
south of Dogpatch. The shelter was 
originally supposed to be open only 
through the wet El Nino-fueled 
winter, but its popularity led toa 
two-month extension. 

Dodge said the remaining 50 or 
so shelter dwellers will be helped 
into more permanent housing by 
the July 1 closure date. 

Some of that could be the more 
than 300 new units of supportive 
housing the city plans to add this

San Franciscans are calling 
the police onhomeless 
people more than ever. 


San Franciscans are 

to be used to homeless people. 
After all, the city has had roughly 
the same amount of people sleep- 
ing in shelters and in the streets 
for about a decade. But for some 
reason, we seem to be less accom- 
modating than ever before. 

From 2013 to 2015, the 
number of citizens reporting 
problems with homeless activi- 
ty — including calls to 911 and 
police dispatch, as well as calls 
to the city’s all-encompassing 
311 service hotline — increased 
41.5 percent, from 36,194 re- 
ports im 2013 too 1222 calls 
last year, according to a city 
Budget and Legislative Analyst 
report released last week. 

The Department of Emergen- 
cy Management isn’t sure how 
many of those calls go straight 
to 911, but “most” reports of 
homeless problems come via 
911 calls, according to the re- 
port. 

And when someone calls 
to report a homeless person, 
the call goes to one place: the 
police. Cops were dispatched to 
a report of a homeless person 
57,249 times in 2015 — ata 
cost to taxpayers of $18.5 mil- 
lion (on top of the $241 million 
the city spends trying to solve 
its homeless problem). 

But those who worry about 
criminalizing the homeless 
can take heart: 25 percent of 
the time police go looking for 
a homeless person violating 
the law, they can’t find anyone. 
Maybe the feature on the 311 
app to report a homeless per- 
son, introduced in the fall by 
Mayor Ed Lee, will be better. CR

Some city leaders think progress 
on homeless issues is too stagnant. 
Supervisor John Avalos has pro- 
posed several measures this year, 
most recently a charter amend- 
ment to create a 24-year Homeless 
Housing and Services Fund with 
an initial $11.5 million that could 
reach $47.75 million in subsequent 
years. 

Meanwhile, it appears to be back 
to the streets for the Pier 80 resi- 
dents who are waiting for shelter. 
Let’s hope they saved their tents.

side from the risk of boring people to death, a PowerPoint 
presentation is usually not threatening. But as George Gas- 
con clicked through slides in a packed auditorium at the San 
Francisco Hall of Justice on a January afternoon, it became 
clear the district attorney was offering a challenge. 

The occasion was the 62-year-old’s inauguration to a 
second term, following his uncontested re-election the past 
fall. Even after seven years in San Francisco, Gascon’s sec- 
ond inauguration had a heavy Los Angeles flavor. 

A refugee from Castro’s Cuba, Gascon lived in L.A. for 
almost 40 years and spent over 20 of them in the LAPD, briefly in the running 
to become chief there in the early 2000s before he became the first outsider in 
decades to lead the San Francisco police department in 2009. He held that post 
for 18 months before becoming the even-more-surprising choice to succeed in- 
coming Attorney General Kamala Harris as district attorney. 

The welcome address came from Fr. Peter Boyle, a Jesuit priest famous for 
working with gang members in Boyle Heights in East Los Angeles, where Gascon 
worked as a young cop back in the 1980s, an era when L.A. saw 1,000 homicides 
a year. The swearing-in was performed by Cruz Reynoso, Southern California 
born-and-bred and the first Latino to serve on the California Supreme Court (as 
well as the first to be thrown off of the court by voters after reducing too many 
death sentences to life imprisonment). 

Most of San Francisco’s prominent leaders, like Mayor Ed Lee and former 
Mayor Willie Brown, were elsewhere, which means they missed the PowerPoint 
— and the obvious challenge thrown their way.

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Gascon began with a slide featuring 
a familiar sight even to Angelenos: 

San Francisco in ruins after the 1906 
earthquake and fire. Those days were 
notable for prosecutors as well as for 
history buffs. This was the time when 
an elected district attorney brought 
corruption charges against San Fran- 
cisco’s mayor and main political boss, 
Gascon told the room. 

Municipal graft was widespread in 
early 20th-century America, but San 
Francisco was special: The city hada 
mayor and a Board of Supervisors so 
greedy they would “eat the paint off 
of the side of a house,” in the words of 
one Abraham Ruef. He would know. A 
UC Hastings graduate who became San 
Francisco’s version of Tammany Hall’s 
Boss Tweed, Ruef assembled and ran 
San Francisco’s political machine. 

In 1902, Ruef installed a photoge- 
nic musician with no political expe- 
rience, Eugene Schmitz, as a puppet 
mayor. Similarly corrupt supervisors 
steered city business toward Ruef and 
his friends, collecting their cut. Under 
Ruef, city officials made a killing run- 
ning hustles on prize fights, gas rates, 
telephone service, and streetcars. Ruef 
invested his cut of the spoils into real 
estate speculation, buying property in 
the up-and-coming Mission District. 

Everything was running smoothly 
— even after the 1906 earthquake lev- 
eled the city, an occasion Ruef, think- 
ing like a developer, used to try to evict 
the Chinese from Chinatown — until 
William Langdon, the district attorney 
chosen by the Ruef machine, went 
rogue and started enforcing the law. 

With help from a federal prosecutor 
sent by President Theodore Roosevelt 
to San Francisco specifically to break 
up the cabal, Langdon indicted both 
Schmitz and Ruef. Ruef did everything 
he could to shut down the investiga- 
tion — the special prosecutor was shot 
in the face (he survived), and Ruef 
tried to have himself appointed DA (he 
failed) — but Ruef was convicted and 
eventually did time in San Quentin. 

The DA had cleaned up dirty San 
Francisco. 

“We sometimes have to hold pow- 
erful people accountable,” said Gascon, 
front and center on the auditorium’s 
stage. “And it does not make for a 
popular decision. But it’s critical for 
democracy that we do so.” 

Gascon moved on with his presen- 
tation, showing slides of his prosecu- 
tion rates and how he’d been trying 
different things — community courts, 
youth courts, drug courts — to fix 
what he has repeatedly called a “bro- 
ken” criminal justice system. 

Elected officials and politicos would 
barely notice. Gascon had issued his 
warning. The question was whether he 
could back it up. 


Two weeks later, Gascon strode 


into a narrow, rectangular room on the 
Hall of Justice’s third floor and faced a 
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bank of television cameras. The day be- 
fore, news had broken that a pair of 
fundraisers, working to retire debt from 
Lee’s 2011 election campaign, had se- 
cured a campaign donation for Lee from 
a lumber company that later won a city 
contract.

The fundraisers — Zula Jones, a 
retired contract compliance officer 
with the city’s Human Rights Com- 
mission once feted by Ed Lee as “free- 
dom fighter of the year”; and Nazly 
Mohgjer, an appointed Human Rights 
Commissioner — had been in the news 
for months. Transcripts from an FBI 
wiretap, capturing their boasts of the 
city’s modern-day political machine 
— and how they learned all the tricks 
of laundering cash and “pay-to-play” 
politics from Willie Brown — had been 
made public in August 2015. 

“You got to pay to play here,” said 
Jones, according to the wiretap. “We 
do it better here than in New York.” 

Standing next to an FBI special 
agent assigned to public corruption 
and City Attorney Dennis Herrera, 
Gascon announced that he was enforc- 
ing the law. He was filing corruption 
charges against Jones and Mohajer (as 
well as a third corrupt political opera- 
tive, former Lennar Urban consultant 
Keith Jackson, who had already plead- 
ed guilty and been sentenced to federal 
prison time in a separate, much splash- 
ier case that nabbed state Sen. Leland 
Yee on public corruption charges and 
Chinatown mobster Raymond “Shrimp 
Boy” Chow for murder-for-hire). 

Jones and Mohajer were no Ruef 
and Schmitz. There were no direct ties 
to Lee, any sitting elected officials, 
or to Jones’ supposed mentor Brown 
(whom the feds had been probing 
without success for decades). They 
might have been too small for the feds 
to bother with. But it was definitely 
not a popular move at City Hall. Gas- 
con was getting close to Lee, which 
meant he was getting close to some of 
the same people who had had a hand 
in his appointment. 

The prosecution, coupled with Gas- 
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con’s statement that the investigation 
was not over, partly explained why Lee 
was was not present at Gascon’s inaugu- 
ration to absorb his barely veiled warn- 
ing, and why Gascén — arguably the 
second most powerful citywide elected 
official, after the mayor — found better 
things to do than go to Lee’s inaugura- 
tion the following day. 

But where Gascon was becoming 
really unpopular — which assumes that 
the outsider from L.A., a cerebral fellow 
and workaholic who never seemed to 
care much for the city’s insular political 
circuit, had ever been popular — was 
among his former officers in the Police 
Department. 

The year before, the first of a series 
of racist, homophobic, and sexist text 
messages swapped over a series of years 
between SFPD officers came to light. 
Featuring such choice phrases as “All 
n----— must fucking hang,” the texts 
became public thanks to a court filing 
made by one of the cops, a soon-to-be 
ex-sergeant about to do prison time for 
leading a ring of crooked colleagues. An 
outraged Gascon announced he would 
enforce the law on law enforcement. 

At Gascon’s request, Reynoso and two 
other retired judges would sit on a panel 
and investigate racism and bias in the 
SFPD. 

Already disenchanted with Gascén’s 
maverick positions on the death penalty 
(he opposed it) and on drug and petty 
crime (under Gascén-backed Prop. 47, 

a statewide ballot measure that passed 
in 2014, several felonies that had long 
clogged state jails with nonviolent of- 
fenders were reclassified as misdemean- 
ors) police — and most specifically, the 
city’s powerful, profitable, and influ- 
ential police union, the Police Officers’ 
Association — vowed to retaliate. 


od 
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Later that year, S.F. police would 
shoot and kill two young men of color 
armed with knives: Amilcar Perez 
Lopez, a pint-sized, 20-year-old undoc- 
umented immigrant from Guatemala, 
who was revealed to have been shot 
in the back on Folsom Street by plain- 
clothes police; and Mario Woods, a 
26-year-old black man from Bayview 
who had cycled in and out of prison 
thanks to tough-on-crime gang laws. 
All of the sudden, San Francisco had 
one of the highest rates of fatal police 
shootings in the country, higher than 
that of Los Angeles or Chicago. At pub- 
lic meetings and at press conferences 
following both shootings, then-SFPD 
Chief Greg Suhr said both dead men 
had advanced on police armed with 
cutlery; both times, autopsies — and 
in Woods’s case, video evidence — re- 
vealed that to be false. 

A few days after he’d charged Lee’s 
fundraisers with felony bribery and 
corruption, Gascon fired off a letter to 
Lee, holding him responsible for police 
leaders dragging their feet in coop- 
erating with the blue-ribbon panel's 
investigation into the institution that 
allowed the text messages to go on 
unreported. Police and Lee’s powerful 
backers were appalled. 

The city’s progressive left, however, 
was thrilled. The city’s chief prosecutor 
was talking about going after corrup- 
tion, and was taking steps to back it 
up. He'd already stopped throwing 
drug users and petty criminals in jail 
— and was not backing the mayor’s 
efforts to build a new jail. 

For the first time in decades, the 
law was on the left’s side. The most 
powerful politician interested in re- 
form and shaking up the city’s ossified 
power structure was a prosecutor. It 
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echoed the days of Langdon and Ruef, 
with a modern twist of putting fewer 
people behind bars. 

“DAs are, for the most part, stilll 
in the 19th-century when it comes 
to criminal policy: Lock them up 
and throw away the key,” says Public 
Defender Jeff Adachi, who enjoys a 
closer relationship with Gascon — his 
supposed nemesis in court — than any 
other district attorney in his career. 
“You don’t hear that from this DA.” 

Gascon’s enemies — the police 
union as well as politicians and oper- 
atives who feel Gascon has turned on 
them — say he is a rank opportunist. 
A registered Republican when he came 
to San Francisco — not an uncommon 
party affiliation for a Cuban refugee 
who fled Castro— Gascon is now 
California’s most progressive district 
attorney, a calculated shift intended to 
make him palatable for higher office, 
either here or statewide, his detractors 
Say. 

“He came to this city to reinvent 
himself,” says Gary Delagnes, a retired 
narcotics cop and former head of the 
Police Officers Association, and one- 
time Gascon confidant. 

If the city’s establishment is having 
buyer’s remorse with Gascon, they 
won't say it publicly. No one from the 
Mayor’s Office would go on the record 
for this story. (Perhaps they’re afraid 
of being indicted, as Gascon is known 
to have assigned investigators to var- 
ious politicians’ campaign accounts 
as a means of keeping them in check.) 
The office of Lt. Gov. Gavin Newsom 
— the man who appointed Gascon 
to DA on, perhaps, little more than a 
whim — did not respond to requests 
for comment.

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Story from p11 
vision. 

“If people have known he would 
turn out the way he is, he would never 
have gotten the job,” one city politico 
says. If people who appointed him 
had known, he would not have been 
appointed.” 


Born in 1954 in pre-communist 
Cuba, Gascoén’s parents were initially 
supportive of Castro’s revolution. But af- 
ter his father — “A real rebel against gov- 
ernment corruption,’ Gascon says — lost 
his job for alleged anti-government ac- 
tivity, and his uncle, a union organizer, 
was jailed for over a decade, the family 
left for Miami on a Freedom Flight in 
1967. 

They eventually settled in Los An- 
geles, where Gascon — a good student 
and athlete in Cuba — struggled to 
learn English and dropped out of Bell 
High School (something his parents, 
busy working factory jobs most of the 
day, found out from their landlady). 
Gascon quickly out-earned his parents 
working a union job in a grocery store, 
which he secured after the then-14- 
year-old lied about his age. In between 
work and surfing, he’d do what every- 
one did in 1960s Los Angeles: go cruis- 
ing. It was in East Los Angeles where 
he first saw American police go above 
and beyond the law. 

Los Angeles County sheriff’s dep- 
uties would routinely pick out cars 
carrying teens from Latino neighbor- 
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hoods, like Gascén and his friends. 
“My car would be searched, the back 
seat taken out of the car, thrown on 
the sidewalk,” Gascon recalls. The dep- 
uties were looking for marijuana, pos- 
session of which was a felony at that 
time. Friends would talk back to the 
cops and get “knocked on their butts.” 

“I remember my trunk being 
opened, spare tire being dumped out. 
As a brown kid driving a low-rider 
around town, sometimes you would 
get stopped every other week.” 

“T never had any dope because that’s 
not what I was doing as a young man. 
But that’s the treatment we would get,” 
he says. “If you had weed or anything 
else, you were going to jail.” 

Gascon enlisted in the Army at 18 
and expected to be sent to Vietnam. 
Instead, after choosing to become a 
military policeman, he was sent to 
Germany, where he was promoted to 
sergeant by the age of 20. He earned 
a GED and “squeezed in two years of 
college” while taking classes in his 
off-hours. Back in civilian life, he was 
working as a shoe salesman and mak- 
ing progress toward a history degree 
at Long Beach State when a friend 
suggested he become a cop. Partially 
from his experiences with Castro’s po- 
lice, partially from his encounters with 
the L.A. sheriff’s deputies, he gave it 
a shot. 

He went through the academy and 
was a rookie LAPD cop working an 
evening shift in the Hollywood Divi- 
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sion when he was assigned to take a 
report from a woman whose house in 
affluent Hancock Park had just been 
burglarized. This was the early 1980s, 
and the LAPD was under scrutiny for 
the 1979 death of Eula Love, a 39-year- 
old black woman whom police shot to 
death in her front yard after she threw 
a knife their way. The department was 
also in the news for a troop of Holly- 
wood officers assigned to the burglary 
detail who were committing burglaries 
themselves. (They pulled off more than 
100, the LA Times reported, yet all 
managed to avoid jail time.) 

Gascon vividly recalls the encounter 
he had with a woman whose home was 
burglarized. While taking the report, 
she followed him closely as he went 
from room to room. “She would not 
leave me alone,” Gascon said. “When- 
ever I turned around, she was uneasy, 
very uneasy. I asked her if there was 
anything wrong — and I’ve never 
forgotten this — she said, “ ‘Officer, 
I’m very sorry, but there are still a lot 
of valuables in the house. I don’t feel 
comfortable with you walking around.’ 

“That was so hurtful to me — not 
because she said that, but because 
what the other officers had done creat- 
ed a mistrust in the police.” 

Married to Mariann, a woman he’d 
met in Germany, and with two young 
children, Gascon left the LAPD for a 
few years in the mid-1980s, working in 
sales at an auto dealership and rising 
to manager. He insists he had no crisis 
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of faith over seeing bad cops in action, 
but ultimately unfulfilled with the ca- 
reer change, he returned to police work 
in the late 1980s. 

After becoming a sergeant, he had 
another significant encounter with a 
bad cop. A fellow sergeant was taking 
bribes to tip off drug dealers to im- 
pending busts. Gascon has his suspi- 
cions about the guy early on, yet only 
after he went to his “boss’ boss” was 
an investigation launched. The low- 
er-ranking superior was furious with 
Gascon for going over his head, “but I 
felt it needed to be done,” he says. 

In the 1990s, Gascén’s career took 
off. He vaulted from sergeant to cap- 
tain to commander — while earning a 
law degree from an unaccredited night 
school in Fullerton — then all the way 
to assistant chief under William Brat- 
ton, a prominent and prestigious po- 
lice executive who assumed the chief’s 
position in 2002 with the mandate to 
reform a department still reeling from 
its mishandling of the 1992 L.A. riots 
and the O.J. Simpson case a few years 
later. (Gasc6n was one of the 50 LAPD 
officers to put his name in for the 
chief’s spot given to Bratton.) 

In Bratton, Gascon found a mentor: 
a data-driven reformer who didn’t care 
much for the way things had always 
been done. With Gascon as Bratton’s 
assistant chief of operations, the two 
developed a scientific crime-fighting 
strategy. Using a Bratton-devised tool 
called CompStat, short for “computer 
statistics,” they focused on repeat 
offenders, with a mantra that “10 per- 
cent of criminals commit 50 percent 
of the crimes.” Resources were divert- 
ed to the most crime-ridden areas. 
Crime went down every year for three 
straight years — a good enough record 
for Gascon to draw attention from 
Mesa, Ariz., a sprawling city of almost 
500,000 with a police department of 
about 1,100 officers that was badly in 
need of a kick in the ass. 

One afternoon shortly after arriv- 
ing, Gascon tried to call a meeting with 
his command staff, only to be met with 
laughter. It was after three in the af- 
ternoon — a time when most of his se- 
nior commanders were out golfing. He 
made it clear such behavior would no 
longer be tolerated, prompting some 
senior commanders to retire. 

“He laid it out there that the bar 
was going to be set a lot higher than it 
was before,” recalls Johnny Meza, who 
served as a commander under Gascon 
and is now Mesa’s police chief. “I would 
get texts and emails from him at one, 
two in the morning. He would tell me, 
‘This is not a job. This is a lifestyle.’ “ 

In Mesa, Gascon brought along 
CompStat — and also injected a level 
of creativity into police work that Mesa 
cops hadn’t seen. When gas stations 
and convenience stores kept getting 
robbed of beer from coolers stored 
near the entrance, Gascén had them 
move the alcohol to the back. Thefts 


went down. 

Mesa was also where Gascon first 
became a celebrity. The city is in Mar- 
icopa County, where the elected sheriff 
is a fellow by the name of Joe Arpaio. 
Shortly before Gascon arrived in Mesa 
in 2006, Arpaio had made national 
headlines for a draconian stance on 
illegal immigration. Sheriff’s deputies

would perform immigration checks af- 
ter traffic stops for the most minor of 
infractions, and inmates at Arpaio’s jail 
were forced to wear pink underwear 
under chain gang-style black-and- 
white striped uniforms. At once a vocal 
critic of Arpaio for racial profiling, 
Gascon also managed to upstage the 
camera-hogging Arpaio more than 
once, providing “police protection” for 
a planned Arpaio immigration sweep 
while resisting calls to have Mesa cops 
check detainees’ immigration status 
and report it to federal authorities. 

His handling of Sheriff Joe — and 
the underlying serious issue of how 
police should handle undocumented 
immigrants — made him an obvious 
choice for then-San Francisco Mayor 
Gavin Newsom in 2009. Homicide was 
on the rise and Chief Heather Fong 
was having serious issues controlling 
her people. (In one infamous case, 
homicide inspectors ruled the case of 
a man who was discovered stabbed to 
death, the knife washed and put away 
in a drawer, as a Suicide.) 

And San Francisco’s vaunted 
Sanctuary City policy — in which 
law enforcement are barred in most 
cases from reporting undocumented 
immigrants to federal Immigrations 
and Custom Enforcement — was fac- 
ing stiff criticism. In 2008, Anthony 
Bologna and his two sons were gunned 
down in broad daylight by Edwin Ra- 
mos, an MS-13 gang member who had 
escaped deportation as a juvenile and 
mistook one of the sons fora »)p14 
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rival gang member. 

Police officers wanted one of their 
own in the position — specifically, 
future chief Greg Suhr — but Newsom 
selected Gascon, the first out-of-town, 
reformist chief since Charles Gain in 
the late 1970s. (Gain was also the last 
chief before Gasc6én to wear a suit and 
comport himself like an executive, and 
was sent packing by the city’s estab- 
lishment, his reforms soon undone.) 

As San Francisco chief, Gascon 
began making changes. “It was a de- 
partment not doing well in the basic 
functions of crime fighting,” he says 
today. 

He brought in a sergeant from Los 
Angeles, Jeff Godown, to run a new 
SFPD CompStat unit and worked with 
Delagnes, then head of the union, to 
clear a years-long disciplinary backlog. 
“Frankly, it was a well-oiled machine 
to ensure discipline did not move very 
fast,’ Gascon recalls. 

Unhappy with a stagnant old order 
on his command staff, he shook up 
the department’s leadership. Delagnes 
said Gascon told captains, “I have a 
problem with how you run your sta- 
tions.’ “ “Basically, he was telling them, 
‘I don’t think you're very good.’ “ He 
was shocked to discover SFPD had no 
“Brady policy” — a way of informing 
prosecutors and defense lawyers if a 
police officer’s credibility is in ques- 
tion. He changed staffing levels and 
redirected resources. 

“T appreciated the way he knocked 
heads in the Police Department — 
people were very afraid of him,” says 
Supervisor John Avalos, adding that 
when the Board of Supervisors’ Bud- 
get Committee slashed the SFPD’s 
overtime budget, Gascon “practically 
thanked me.” 

He tried to inject some L.A.-style 
spit-and-polish into the relaxed SFPD 
— making a short-lived issue with un- 
dershirts at one district station — but 
he also toed the line. 

He played the hard-jawed paramili- 
tary badass, standing in line with SFPD 
riot police doing mutual support for 
Oakland following the manslaughter 
verdict for BART cop Johannes Meh- 
serle, who fatally shot Oscar Grant. He 
worked with progressive supervisors 
to preserve Sanctuary City policies, en- 
abled friends or relatives to recover the 
impounded vehicles of undocumented 
immigrant motorists, and placated 
the city’s establishment by backing a 
sit-lie law that would allow police to 
cite homeless people sprawled out on 
the street. 

He also waged the war on drugs. 
On an introductory tour of the city, 
police took him from Central Station 
in North Beach to Tenderloin Station, 
on Jones Street next to the older, 
pre-renovation Boedekker Park. Then, 
as now, homeless people slept on the 
street, drug addicts nodded off, and 
drug dealers peddled pills and bags 
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of heroin within sight of the police 
station. Gascén was horrified, and he 
ordered buy-bust sweeps, a tried-and- 
true narc-unit tactic. 

“All of the sudden, our jails were 
full,” says Public Defender Jeff Adachi 
(though those suspects and many 
others were sprung the following year, 
after a lab technician at the city’s drug 
lab was discovered to have been skim- 
ming cocaine). 

There was resistance from the SF- 
PD’s old guard. “The standard line was, 
‘We just don’t do it that way, “Godown 
says. “You had about 50 percent of the 
department welcoming changes, and 
the other 50 percent standing with 
their arms crossed, waiting us out, 
saying, “[hese guys aren't going to last.’ 
Unfortunately, the way things ended 
up, that 50 percent won out.” (To this 
day, Gascon says he had no idea offi- 
cers on his watch were swapping the 
bigoted texts.) 

Still, things were going well enough 
— the homicide rate was down, and 
Gascon had a working relationship 
with elected officials and the police 
union — when Gascon went in fora 
Saturday afternoon meeting in Jan- 
uary 2011 with then-Mayor Gavin 
Newsom. Elected lieutenant governor 
in November, Newsom delayed his 
swearing-in in order to select a succes- 
sor to Kamala Harris, who had been 
elected attorney general. Gascén was 
talking about the traits a DA should 
have when Newsom interjected. 

“What about you?” he asked, ac- 
cording to Gascon’s retelling. Gascon 
was taken aback, and asked for time to 
mull it over. Newsom gave him three 
hours to decide. 

Gascon drove to his home near 
West Portal, where he lived with his 
second and current wife, former Uni- 
vision reporter Fabiola Kramsky. He 
asked for her advice. Among other con- 
siderations were money — specifically, 
the kind you earn and the kind you ask 
for. San Francisco's police chief takes 
home almost $100,000 a year more 
than the DA, but Gascén would be a 
politician running to keep the job that 
very same year, and fundraising calls 
were foreign to him. 

He also made a few more phone 
calls, including to “someone back east” 
who advised him to take the job. (Gas- 
con would not say who.) 

The following morning, he sealed 
the deal with Newsom and Newsom’s 
chief of staff, Steve Kawa, over break- 
fast, and was sworn in the following 
afternoon. 

When Delagnes found out, “I said, 
‘What?! I didn’t even know you were a 
lawyer, “he recalled. “I was surprised 
but not shocked — I knew he was am- 
bitious, and I knew he wouldn’t be here 
long.” Godown, who would become 
caretaker interim chief, found out via 
a five-minute phone call at 10 that eve- 
ning. In a departmental bulletin to the 
rank-and-file issued the day he became 
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DA, Gascon praised the SFPD as “one 
of the finest law enforcement agencies 
in the country, if not the world.” There 
was no mention of any concerns over 
bias, racism, or use-of-force. 


Gascon’s tenure as District 
Attorney started off in an unorthodox 
fashion. One of his first acts was to bring 
in Adachi to address all of the prosecu- 
tors. “That was unusual,” says Police 
Commissioner Victor Hwang, who 
worked in Gascon’s office as a hate 
crimes prosecutor. “That probably cre- 
ated some ripples.” Gascon also gave his 
prosecutors a movie to watch: After Inno- 
cence, a documentary about former in- 
mates released after exoneration 
through DNA evidence. 

Former prosecutors say he did little 
to change things at first, allowing the 
office’s various crime units to continue 
on as before. He did hire as chief of 
staff Cristine Soto DeBerry, a former 
Newsom aide and public defender 
with no prosecutorial experience. In 
return, his assistant chief district at- 
torney Paul Henderson, who many had 
pegged as Newsom’s likely choice to be 
DA, left the DA’s office — which is still 
paying him — to be an adviser to Ed 
Lee. (Initially agreeing to an interview, 
Henderson did not respond to requests 
for comment by press time.) 

One early conflict was over data, 
or rather a lack of it. Seeing an office 
using different computer systems and 
in some cases legal pads to keep track 
of caseloads and case results, he tried 


to institute a CompStat-like data sys- 
tem for the DA’s office. That alone took 
years. 

He also paid a visit to San Quentin 
to visit with death row inmates and 
other lifers — the first DA to visit the 
infamous prison for purely informa- 
tional purposes. 

Once elected, a reformist progres- 
sive streak started to show. A frequent 
attendee at think tanks and a devourer 
of academic studies, he began putting 
some of the new ideas into action. In 
2012, the year after his first election, 
he co-chaired the successful cam- 
paign for Prop. 36, which reformed 
the state’s three-strikes law. He also 
supported the failed Prop. 34, which 
would have repealed the death penalty. 

After hearing from Chinatown 
seniors that their expensive smart- 
phones kept getting stolen, he and 
New York Attorney General Eric 
Schneiderman started an eventually 
successful campaign to shame smart- 
phone manufacturers into installing 
remotely activated “kill switches” to 
deactivate stolen phones in 2013. The 
following year, he joined prosecutors 
from Los Angeles in suing Uber and 
Lyft for lying about the effectiveness 
of their background checks, revealing 
that both rideshare platforms con- 
tracted with drivers with criminal 
records. 

In June 2014, Gascon gave a TED 
talk at Ironwood State Prison in South- 
ern California. There, he launched his 
most ambitious reform platform yet. 


Gascon and his wife, former television reporter 
Fabiola Kramsky, at his swearing-in. 
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With a recidivism rate of 70 percent 
or higher, the criminal justice system 
was ‘broken,’ he said, and needed to 
be hacked. Specifically, the war on 
drugs needed to end. Gascén — who 
still stands by his decision to run drug 
sweeps in the Tenderloin as one of his 
first acts as chief — says his evolution 
on this issue came slowly, but started 
when he was a high-ranking officer in 
L.A. 

After two decades on the force, he 
was noticing multiple generations of 
black and brown people going to jail for 
drug crimes, without any noticeable 
impact on crime. He was also swayed 
by one of his daughters, who chal- 
lenged him on the notion that marijua- 
na was a gateway drug. Drug-related 
convictions started to vanish from San 
Francisco — while, under new police 
chief Suhr, property crime rates start- 
ed to creep back up. 

That was the launch pad for Prop. 
47, which reclassified nonviolent fel- 
onies like drug possession and petty 
theft valued at less than $950 as mis- 
demeanors. 

Opposed by every major law en- 
forcement lobby in California, includ- 
ing members of the state District At- 
torney’s Association, the measure still 
passed — and was immediately blamed 
for an uptick in property crime (al- 
though, according to the San Francisco 
Police Department’s own data, proper- 
ty crime started rising in 2012, Suhr’s 
first full year as chief and three years 
before Prop. 47 took effect). »»> p16 
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Gascon also took other maverick po- 
sitions, like backing the campaign for 
Assembly of an ex-offender, Prophet 
Walker, against a law enforcement-en- 
dorsed candidate. 

He occasionally seized an issue in 
the public eye and dropped it just as 
quickly. After Michael Quinn, an on-du- 
ty firefighter who appeared to have 
been drinking, crashed his city fire rig 
into a motorcyclist on Howard Street 
in 2013, Gascén’s office pursued felony 
DUI charges, leading Quinn to retire. 
(Police bungling — Quinn was not 
interviewed until hours after the inci- 
dent, during which time he was video- 
taped drinking glass after glass of water 
at a nearby bar — led to a judge tossing 
the case.) San Francisco firefighters can 
legally have a blood-alcohol content of 
0.04 while on the job. That led Gascon 
to tell Fire Department officials they 
should have a zero-tolerance policy, a 
warning Chief Joanne Hayes-White 
ignored without incident. 

He’s also been criticized for moving 
too slowly. It took Gascén six months 
to file charges against the Alameda 
County Sheriff’s deputies who video- 
taped themselves savagely beating a 
carjacking suspect in a Mission District 
alley in November. 

Several other new innovations are 
under way but have yet to be fully vet- 
ted for effectiveness. One, Young Adult 
Court, follows research that suggests 
brains are not fully developed until the 
late 20s, while many young offenders 
aged 18 to 24 become repeat offend- 
ers, and tries to connect offenders to 
services before they can re-offend. 
Another experimental program, just 
launched, is called “Make it Right.” 
Modeled from a program in New Zea- 
land, it’s a court-less real jury of peers, 
where the offender and victim come to 
terms on an agreed-upon restitution, 
with the accountability coming from 
the families of both. 

Under Gascon, felony case filings 
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have dropped by about half from 
Harris’s tenure — a shift that can be 
explained by the end of court dockets 
filled with drug cases. 

But none of that made the head- 
lines like when Gascon went after po- 
lice or politicians. Nor did it make the 
same enemies. 


To see where the real power in 
San Francisco criminal justice exists, you 
need only take a look at the real estate. 

A few steps away from Gascon’s 
offices — situated below the jail at the 
asbestos and lead paint-laden Hall of 
Justice — is a modern, glass-walled 
corner building that fits in well with 
the new condos filling the area. 

On the second floor is the head- 
quarters for the Police Officers Asso- 
ciation — high-ceilinged with wood 
beams, immaculate wood floors, and 
framed photos of Issac Espinoza, the 
young SFPD cop shot and killed on 
duty by a gang member in 2004. (For- 
mer DA Kamala Harris forever lost 
the POA’s support for not seeking the 
death penalty.) 

In a spacious corner conference 
room, Gary Delagnes, Gascon’s sworn 
enemy, expounds on Gascén’s many 
faults over a series of interviews (one 
of which came on the morning of May 
19, when an SFPD sergeant shot and 
killed unarmed car theft suspect Jes- 
sica Williams, leading to Greg Suhr’s 
resignation and Toney Chaplin’s rise to 
interim chief). Gasc6n has made a fair 
bit of the city’s established order ner- 
vous, and Delagnes is acting as their 
attack dog. 

“If you guys try to paint a picture 
of [Gascén] as a maverick who was not 
accepted, that would be a bad portrayal,” 
says Delagnes, who maintains Gascon 
is a cold-hearted climber willing to turn 
to any issue that might raise his profile 
— be it for mayor or another gig, like 
attorney general should Kamala Harris 
win the U.S. Senate seat in the fall (very 
unlikely, given Gascon’s lack of a close 
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relationship with Gov. Jerry Brown). It’s 
a charge often muttered in local political 
circles as well. 

“This is not the guy he was when he 
was chief of police,’ Delagnes adds. “This 
is not the guy he was when he was an 
LAPD cop.” 

The real message is clear: This is Dela- 
gnes’s town — the police’s, the POA’s — 
not Gascon’s. This is how San Francisco 
has always been. 

A few days earlier, in a theater space 
at the African American Culture Center 
in the Western Addition, the blue-ribbon 
panel commissioned the year before to 
look into the SFPD had released its initial 
findings: The SFPD has serious problems 
with bias, discipline, and accountability. 
Gascon was on hand to hear it all and 
might have felt vindicated; at the end he 
slipped out a back door without talking to 
reporters or the public. 

“He would never admit it, but he’s a 
very political person,” says one City Hall of- 
ficial, speaking on condition of anonymity. 
“He is focused on advancing his own ca- 
reer, but he also has a certain set of beliefs 
that push him away from the status quo.” 

Supporters say Gascon has a moral 
compass, driven by data, and shows a Soc- 
ratic honest streak. 
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“He is surprisingly candid and sincere,” 
says Stanford University law professor 
Mike Romano, one of the Prop. 47 co-ar- 
chitects. Romano recalls an editorial board 
meeting on the Prop. 47 campaign trail 
with the Sacramento Bee, whose editors 
asked Gascéon to explain the nationwide 
drop in crime over the past 20 years. “He 
said something to the effect of, ‘I don’t 
know, “Romano recalls. “You never hear a 
politician say, ‘I don’t know. “ 

Did he turn aggressive police reformer 
when convenient, in a post-Ferguson 
America where scrutiny of the police is the 
issue du jour? Yes. But why? That depends 
on what you think of the man. And the 
man himself is hard to know. 

Gascon agreed to two in-person inter- 
views for this story. (A third, scheduled 
ahead of time, fell on the day after Suhr 
was fired. Gascon met with the mayor 
instead.) 

In both, held in the conference room 
outside his Hall of Justice office — 
which I never see and am not invited to 
enter — he comes across as intelligent 
and forthcoming, yet guarded. He has a 
pair of smartphones, both of which are 
placed face-down on the table, that ding 
constantly with email and text alerts. As 
it happens, trying to reform the SFPD 


has been one of his toughest challenges 
— ever. 

“T was expecting some level of disagree- 
ment and discomfort, but frankly, I was 
not expecting the hostility that evolved 
from this process,’ he says. Then his voice, 
a “regal Havana accent,” as the LA Times 
once called it, gets a hard edge. “I don't 
react well to intimidation.” 

“T don't like people that are lazy, I don’t 
like people that are disrespectful of others, 
and I have very little tolerance for people 
that are doing wrongful things,” he adds. 
“If you talk to people who know me well, 
you will hear I go out of my way to treat 
people with respect. Having said that, per- 
formance is important.” 

Gascén is either a man out on an island, 
aman without a country in the insular and 
provincial world of San Francisco politics, 
or it means he’s a person who does not care 
about how things have always been done 
in a position of power. In a tradition-ob- 
sessed town, ina field more resistant to 
change than geology, that’s frightening. 
But whether he can take find and take 
down a modern-day Ruef — or is here 
long enough to see it through — re- 
mains to be seen.

RX: MAGGOTS? 


Her one-word titles prompt a chuckle, 
and what’s inside the covers has 
earned her bestseller status. Science 
and humor writer Mary Roach has 
previously written about cadavers 
(Stiff), sex (Bonk), and the alimentary 
canal (Gulp), and now, in her latest ad- 
venture, Grunt, she explores science 
and medicine on the battlefield. Roach

John Raines has volunteered 
years of his life to preserving the 
GLBT Historical Society’s audio- 
visual archive — thousands of 
hours (and dollars) pouring over 
old radio broadcasts, news re- 
ports, home movies, talk shows, 
and endless pageants and pa- 
rades from around the country, 
converting them from VHS, DAT, 
Betacam, U-matic, Video Hi8, 
Sony CV Skip-Field, and EIAJ-1 into digital files. As you can imagine, it has not al- 
ways been exciting, but there have been moments — powerful, wonderful, and 
terrible — the best of which Raines brings us in his curated series “Mighty Reels.” 
Last month’s inaugural screening marked the anniversary of the White Night ri- 
ots, which kicked off after Dan White’s “Twinkie Defense” was accepted in the as- 
sassination of George Moscone and Harvey Milk. Gearing up for Pride Month, 
Raines’ second installment promises to be far more festive. “Mighty Reels: 
Pride in the 1970s” offers a kaleidoscope of the Pride Parade’s early years, 
from 1973 through 1981, and includes a Super 8 retrospective shot by longtime 
resident Lou Perica. (Spot Milk before and after his election to public office — 
what a difference a mustache makes.)

In 2005, across the street from 
McDonald’s on Haight, the Bill- 
board Liberation Front installed 
an animatronic Ronald McDon- 
ald that force-fed hamburgers to 
a fat kid in front of the ominous 
logo “To Serve Man.” Only the 
appearance of Mac Sabbath 
singing “Frying Pan” — their in- 
spired rendering of Black Sab- 
bath’s “Iron Man” which begins 
“Cows we're going to grind / 
Hope your stomach is well- 
lined” — could have improved 
on the scene. Sadly, Mac Sabbath 
didn’t congeal until 2014. (In a universe where fast food chains conspire with 
aliens to supersize humans like extraterrestrial livestock, time travel should be 
possible.) Thankfully, Mac Sabbath, led by the droning snarl of Ronald Os- 
bourne, has become a sensation, ripping through such recognizable classics as 
“Pair-a-Buns” (“Paranoid”), “Sweet Beef” (“Sweet Leaf”), and “Never Say Diet” 
(“Never Say Die”). Somehow, bassist Gimalice manages to hit his quintessential 
bass lines even with those giant purple hands, while guitarist Slayer MacCheeze 
wields his guitar and formidable tusks, and the Catburglar pulverizes his drums 
like so much meat. Unpredictable, chaotic, and witty, this anonymous mob of 
heavy, fast-food players is worth twice the price of a Happy Meal and keg of 
Coke.

If you saw Charles Fergu- 
son’s Oscar-winning docu- 
mentary Inside Job about 
the financial collapse of 
2008, you know his unique 
talent for untangling com- 
plex topics. You also know 
he does not pull punches. 
Ferguson's Time to 
Choose, a new documen- 
tary contending with cli- 
mate change, is similarly 
unflinching in its assess- 
ment of what led us here. 
Exploration on five conti- 
nents reveals the stark effects of coal, oil, monoculture farming, industrial meat 
production, and clear cutting of forests, as well as the corruption and greed that 
perpetuates them. What sets this documentary apart is Ferguson’s focus on the 
innovators and community leaders who are instating alternatives right now, 
from “pay-as-you-go” off-the-grid energy in Kenya to revolutionary approaches 
to public transportation in Brazil. By toggling between devastation and inspira- 
tion, the urgency of “humanity’s greatest challenge” is never diminished, but it

Once again, public restrooms 
have become the locus of the fight for 
equal rights. In retrograde states like 
North Carolina, the struggle over allow- 
ing transgender Americans the right to 
use the toilet corresponding with their 
gender identity has complicated the 
enormous gains in trans visibility made 
during the last several years. 
Meanwhile, transgender musician 
Anohni has released HOPELESSNESS 
(her first album since 2010’s Swan- 
lights, when she was known as Antony 
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Hegarty of Antony and the Johnsons). 
A politically charged work of electronic 
dance with lyrics that touch on eco- 
logical destruction and the drone war 
and melodies that Pitchfork called “the 
sonic equivalent of a burning Shepard 
Fairey painting,” it’s an indictment of 
the West’s unexamined comfort and 
self-satisfaction. 

It’s against this tumultuous back- 
drop that the 15th Annual Fresh Meat 
Festival of Transgender and Queer 
Performance returns to Z Space on 
June 16. A three-day bonanza of op- 
era, aerial dance, voguing, hula, and 
gender-bending a cappella, it’s a part of

the 2016 National Queer Arts Festival 
and the only event of its kind in North 
America, staged by the first arts orga- 
nization to create, present, and tour 
year-round transgender arts programs. 

Fresh Meat’s artistic director is 
Sean Dorsey, whose painstakingly re- 
searched, Isadora Duncan Award-nom- 
inated dance program about survivors 
of HIV/AIDS, The Missing Generation, 
stopped at Z Space last month as part 
of a 20-city tour. If you missed it that 
time around, he will perform an ex- 
cerpt at the festival. 

“It’s full-throttle and very emotion- 
al,” Dorsey says. “The show is based on 
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the oral history interviews I recorded 
with transgender and queer survivors 
of the early AIDS epidemic, and these 
survivors’ voices are woven into the 
soundscore and surround the audience 
as we dance.” 

But the trailblazing quality to Fresh 
Meat isn’t limited to the themes. It’s 
easy to assume that the arts world 
is among the most welcoming for 
gender-nonconforming people to 
make a living, but mediums like opera 
can be highly gendered. (Rare is the 
male-identified mezzo-soprano, for 
instance.) Breanna Sinclairé is the 
first transwoman to have received a 
master’s degree from the San Francisco 
Conservatory of Music’s opera pro- 
gram. She’s sung the national anthem 
for the Oakland A’s, and isn’t afraid to 
venture deep into the canon, either. 
She will perform two classical selec- 
tions, “the famous, sultry ‘Habanera’ 
aria from Georges Bizet’s Carmen, and 
Hector Berlioz’s love lullaby, ‘Absence,’ 
from his Nights of Summersong cycle,” 
she tells us. 

Meanwhile, “transgender trickster” 
Shawna Virago, the artistic director of 
the San Francisco Transgender Film 
Festival whose lyrical songs have been 
heard on NPR and PBS, will look to 
personal experience for her contribu- 
tion. 

“Tll be doing my folk-punk trouba- 
dour routine, playing two new songs 
inspired by a brief encounter I had 
with a real transphobic guy who tried 
to pick me up at Tootsie’s Orchid 
Lounge in Nashville a couple years 
back,” Virago says. “One second I was 
there listening to a Loretta Lynn cover 
band, and the next, after a few choice 
words, the floor was wet with spilled 
booze and the hurled insults between 
me and him. I lived to tell the tale, and 
am grateful to the Fresh Meat Festival 
that I can sing about it, too.” 

Jahaira Fajardo and Angelica Me- 
dinas bring a syncopated Caribbean 
dance that many Americans are unfa- 
miliar with (and which was, at times, 
suppressed in its own homeland). 

“Bachata is a genre of music that 
originated in the countryside and rural 
neighborhoods of the Dominican Re- 
public,” Medina says. “During its early 
history, bachata music was denigrated 
by upper-class Dominican society and 
associated with rural backwardness 
and poverty. The piece we are per- 
forming at the Fresh Meat Festival 
choreography won first place at the 
World Latin Dance Cup’s Ladies’ Latin 
Dance Division. Jahaira is the first fe- 


male bachata leader to win this award. 
This exemplifies the beautiful love 
that we two have for one another, for 
bachata music, and for the Dominican 
Republic.” 

From the middle of a different 
ocean, Na Lei Hulu I Ka Wékiu com- 
bines traditional Hawaiian hula with 
pop, electronica, and opera — and 
there’s a bit of a history lesson. 

“Our piece honors Hawaii’s longest 
ruling monarch, Kauikeaouli (also 
known as Kamehameha III),” says Na 
Lei Hulu I Ka Wekiu’s artistic director 
Patrick Makuakane. 

“During his reign, Hawaii became 
one of the most literate nations of the 
world and was recognized as a sover- 
eign and independent kingdom by the 
United States and many other coun- 
tries around the globe,” he adds. “The 
piece we are performing celebrates an 
intimate relationship the king shared 
with a close ‘gentlemen friend’ named 
Kaomi. The king at one time even 
declared him a co-ruler. Literacy and 
Hawaiian sovereignty were key com- 
ponents of Kauikeaouli’s rule — a king 
dearly loved by his people.” 

With all this and a dozen other acts 
from AXIS Dance Company to India 
Davis of the Topsy Turvy Queer Circus 
to voguing superstars Jocquese Whit- 
field and Saturn Rising, it’s the largest 
Fresh Meat to date. And while the line- 
up varies slightly night-to-night, there 
will be a post-show reception every 
evening with DJ Miz Rowdy, a photo 
booth, drinks, and dancing. 

Trans and gender-nonconforming 
San Franciscans still face the same 
stigma and threats of violence that 
their brethren in other regions of the 
country have to deal with, but in a city 
that decks out its main street with 
Pride flags all month long, we instinc- 
tively pat ourselves on the back for 
our enlightened ways. At a time when 
the struggle for trans rights has never 
been so front-and-center — nor the 
backlash so visceral — the Fresh Meat 
Festival complicates the narrative by 
highlighting the full breadth of art by 


gender non-conforming performers.

I was in 
Miami for an adult industry trade show, 
and fellow colleagues teased me for do- 
ing the “walk of shame,” as I made my 
way back to my own hotel room in the al- 
ready-blistering summer heat. I was in- 
deed still in last night’s look — but I was 
sure that 2016 had finally said goodbye 
to the sex-negative concept that some- 
one, especially a woman, should be 
ashamed for getting laid the night be- 
fore. I was in desperate need of a shower, 
but that was only due to the sticky heat. 
As fabulous as I looked in my white- 
witch slut-strut uniform, I was getting all 
of the fisheye and none of the spoils. 

And I hadn't gotten laid. 

Yes, ’'d spent the evening naked with 
the world’s first virtual-reality cam girl, 
Ela Darling. Yes, we had licked white 
liquid off each other’s naked bodies, but 
only because we were trying to 
use Soylent — that trendy 
brogrammer meal 
replacement drink 
— asa mixer, and 
things just got 
a little carried 
away. 

We mostly 
talked about 
skin care, bro- 
ken hearts, and 
Harry Potter. 

Porn stars 
don't always live 
up to the precon- 
ceived fantasy that 
we are wild, eternally 
horny, ready-to-party sluts. 
With very few prom queens and 
quarterbacks in our ranks, we are more 
Freaks and Geeks than Pretty Little Li- 
ars — honor students, theater geeks, 
and nerds abound in the adult indus- 
try. Many of us are shy little weirdos: 
agoraphobic, socially awkward, and 
sometimes super insecure. Facing crip- 
pling stigma and hate for who we are 
and what we do can take its toll on the 
psyche, no matter how awesome the job 
can be on certain days. 

The common wisdom with respect to 
sleeping with coworkers is something 
to the effect of “Don’t shit where you 
eat.” However, for sex workers, fucking 
the people you work with is often just 
part of the job. Sex isn’t the heavily 
charged taboo as it can be in other work 
environments; for us, it’s just what we 
do when we go to work. So while get- 
ting sexy once we're off the clock can 
certainly be fun, it isn’t always my first 
choice for how to forge a deeper connec- 
tion with someone I’ve met on the job. 

In other words, when sex is the 
meat-and-potatoes of my day, some- 
times that’s not what I want for dinner 
when I get home. I find intimacy and 
solace from my peers in other ways.

Women are so vain, aren't they? They’re 
always being all catty and judgmental 
and creating dominance hierarchies 
based on shallow attributes — unlike 
men, who are known to do exactly the 
same thing when they get together, but 
in an echo of the stud-whore dichotomy, 
don't get judged for it. In Athina Rachel 
Tsangari’s dry comedy Chevalier, six men 
on a fishing trip on the Aegean Sea enter 
into a contest to determine who's the 
best at ... well, everything. This motley 
crew (not to be confused with the boat’s 
actual crew) includes an older man 
known simply as the Doctor (Yorgos 
Kendros), alpha male Yannis (Yorgos Pir- 
passopoulos) and his pudgily beta 
brother Dimitris (Makis Papadimitriou), 
the closest thing to a sympathetic char- 
acter. The inevitable dick-measuring ac- 
tually happens early on, and is no more 
important than the points scored or lost 
on baldness, sleeping posture, silver- 
ware-cleaning skills, blood-sugar levels, 
thigh and belly pooch, and the appropri- 
ateness of holding sparklers while 
lip-synching to Minnie Riperton’s “Lo- 
vin’ You.” All totally manly things, of 
course, and Chevalier is like if the 
scar-comparing scene in Jaws kept esca- 
lating, even if the stakes are never higher 
than the male ego. (In other words, very 
high.) It scores extra points for the line “I 
will not retract my panda statement!”, 
which is as funny out-of-context as in. 


Sherilyn Connelly 
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Honeyglue 
Rated R. Opens Friday at Sundance 
Kabuki. 
Thematic similarities in movies released 
around the same time is generally a coin- 
cidence — particularly among indepen- 
dent or foreign films — but as movies 
about women dying of cancer go, James 
Bird’s Honeyglue is a warm palliative to 
the emotional dishonesty of last 
week’s Ma Ma. Dancing at a nightclub 
while her straight-laced parents Janet 
(Jessica Tuck) and Dennis (Christopher 
Heyerdahl) think she’s gone to the mov- 
ies, cancer patient Morgan (Adriana Ma- 
ther) meets pansexual genderqueer 
artist Jordan (Zach Villa), who prefers to 
be referred to as a “girl-boy” instead of a 
“boy-girl.” (Who wouldn't, really?) Mor- 
gan is attracted to Jordan, and though 
she pushes him away at first due to her 
illness, Jordan ingratiates himself into 
the dragonfly-lifespan of time that Mor- 
gan has left. The subtext of mainstream 
culture learning to accept forms of 
queerness that are less about sexuality 
than gender expression occasionally be- 
comes the text — Morgan’s upper-mid- 
dle class family has difficulty wrapping 
their brains around Jordan wearing 
skirts and makeup while also liking girls, 
and Jordan’s estranged train wreck of a 
mother (Amanda Plummer!) tells him, 
“You can’t be a pansy and have a wife” 
but both Jordan and Morgan emerge as 
fully formed characters who could have 
just been symbols. Not every directorial 
choice lands, but the tearjerking Honey- 
glue’s heart is in the right place. SC 








Diary of a Chambermaid 
Not Rated. Opens Friday at Opera 
Plaza Cinema. 
Gustave Flaubert would be proud of Ben- 
oit Jacquot’s Diary of a Chambermaid. 
His heroine Emma Bovary inhabits the 
same bourgeois milieu as Célestine, 
the titular femme de chambre. Based on 
Octave Mirbeau’s 1900 novel, it’s a 
tale of landed gentry enjoying the 
pleasures of exploitation, employing 
the working classes for their cheaply 
had labor. And these wealthy home- 
owners are universally perverse, in- 
flicting daily abuses and humiliations 
on their powerless servants. As Céles- 
tine, Lea Seydoux is acted upon rather 
than being the agent of her own des- 
tiny — which is a departure from 
Jeanne Moreau’s depiction of the 
same character in Luis Bufiuel’s 1964 
version of the film. Jacquot constructs 
a realistic framework and backstory 
for Seydoux to rage against, whereas 
Buniuel is a fabulist: He’s more inter- 
ested in holding up a distorted mirror 
than in feigning verisimilitude. Jac- 
quot’s approach, however, is more af- 
fecting and poignant. His direction 
here owes more to Claude Chabrol — 
who made his own version of Madame 
Bovary with frequent muse Isabelle 
Huppert. Seydoux’s performance asa 
misfit, imploding with justifiable re- 
sentment, belongs in the Huppertian 
school of acting. She conveys the psy- 
chology of an inner fury that’s right- 
sized for the character and the era 
she’s living in. Her rebellion, largely 
reactive and interior, indicates Céles- 


tine’s profound feelings of impotence 
and societal neglect. Bufuel’s wit may 
be absent, but Seydoux’s emotional 
fireworks are compensatory. Jeffrey

SF DocFest, Week Two 
Now playing at the Roxie, Vogue, 
and Great Star Theaters. 
SF DocFest continues into its second 
week with more totally-true journeys 
through time and space. Jason Co- 
hen’s Silicon Cowboys looks back on the 
glory days of Compag computers in 
the 1980s, their “IBM clones” and bat- 
tles with that monolithic company, 
and how Compaq paved the way for 
the device you carry in your pocket. A 
more current computer cowboy is 
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Google executive Alan Eustace, whose 
daring, spacesuited leap from high 
above the planet is documented in 
Adam Davis, Erich Sturm, Jerry Kol- 
ber, and Trey Nelson’s 14 Minutes from 
Earth. Bobby J. Brown’s Tear the Roof 
Off: The Untold Story of Parliament 
Funkadelic goes beyond the strato- 
sphere to where the Mothership 
awaits, tracing the history of George 
Clinton’s supergroovalisticprosifunk- 
sticatious collective from the 1950s 
through their heyday in the 1970s. 
From farther into the solar system 
comes the return of the Movie Roast, 
the same horrible people who made fun 
of Space Jam at IndieFest this year. 
They’re now riffing on The Principle, 
which was internet-famous in 2014 for 
roping Kate Mulgrew and Lawrence 
Krauss into participating in a documen- 
tary which suggests that Copernicus 
was wrong and that the Earth is at the 
center of the universe. Then again, if 
the Movie Roast is making fun of it, it 
might well be true. SC

The Final Master 
Xu Haofeng’s The Final Master is the 
second film out of mainland China 
in the past month to be set in the 
1930s, as motion pictures were re- 
placing live theater, and that relates 
to Wong Kar-wai’s 2013 The Grand- 
master (which Xu also wrote, and 
which deals with the spread of the 
Wing Chun style of martial arts). 
The master of this particular film’s 
title is Chen (Liao Fan), who travels 
north to Tianjin to open a Wing 
Chun academy, where he takes both 
a Rudolph Valentino-worshipping 
wife (Song Jia) and a student (Song 
Yang), and unwittingly becomes en- 
tangled in a local political power 
struggle. Unlike the slo-mo gran- 
deur of The Grandmaster or the 
pulpiness of last month’s 
1930s-era Phantom of the The- 
atre, The Final Master plays more 
like a bone-dry comedy. Its stylized 
dialogue and symmetrical composi- 
tions often come across like paro- 
dies of such conventions, and a dog 
provides a key piece of plot infor- 
mation. That plot is often propelled 
by a downright proggy score, which 
makes heavy use of that most-un- 
derused keyboard instrument, the 
electric piano. (If it’s anachronistic 
to film’s time period, that’s also 
part of its charm.) But the real sell- 
ing point is the fighting, and if 
you're a fan of fighting with 
knives, The Final Master has got you 
covered. Sherilyn Connelly 


The Measure of a Man 
Dignity is an elusive state, and few 
things are more undignified than 
being out of work. But even that can 
be eclipsed by the indignities suf- 
fered when actively looking for 
work, particularly by those who 
have committed the unpardonable 
sin of aging. Stéphane Brizé’s obser- 
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vational drama The Measure of a 
Man considers all these states as 
sad-sack 50-something Thierry 
(Vincent Lindon) gets his emotional 
teeth kicked during every step ofa 
job search as he struggles to keep 
his family afloat. Thierry is some- 
thing of a less embittered (and can- 
cer-free) Walter White, complete 
with the dead-caterpillar moustache 
and a special-needs son — although 
Thierry’s own dalliance with crimi- 
nality comes from a different direc- 
tion when, halfway through the 
movie, he lands a job working secu- 
rity for a brightly lit big-box store. 
(Also, it’s notable that nobody 
speaking to Thierry sugarcoats any- 
thing — if the French didn’t already 
have a reputation for rudeness, this 
film might start one.) Brizé’s pic- 
ture isn’t as much of a study of mas- 
culinity as its domestic release 

title The Measure of a Man would 
suggest; the original French ti- 

tle, La Loi du Marché, translates 

as The Law of the Market, which is 
far more appropriate on multiple 
levels, particularly as this Valjean 
who never had to steal bread strug- 
gles with becoming a Javert. SC 


Ma Ma 
Much like Emmanuelle Bercot’s re- 
cent Standing Tall, Julio 
Medem’s Ma Ma must be given 
credit for the fact that it’s less irri- 
tating and fetishistic than Xavier 
Dolan’s Mommy, but that remains a 
low bar. Magda (producer Penélope 
Cruz) is diagnosed with breast can- 
cer not long after her husband has 
left her for a younger, blonder 
model. While undergoing chemo- 
therapy, Magda soon bonds with Ar- 
turo (Luis Tosar), whose wife and 
daughter have died in a car acci- 
dent. Arturo’s also a soccer agent, 
which is convenient considering 
that Magda’s son Dani (Teo Planell) 
dreams of playing professionally. 
Meanwhile, Magda is haunted by 
the ghost of a not-dead blond mop- 
pet (Anna Jiménez) she hopes to 
give birth to before she dies. Even 
knowing that Ma Ma is intended to 
be a woman’s-weepie in the vein of 
Douglas Sirk’s 1950s melodramas, 
nearly every storytelling and stylis- 
tic choice is baffling. Sirk was fa- 
mous for his use of color to convey 
emotion, but this film’s futuristic 
blue tones make its old-fashioned 
morality all the more jarring, while 
Medem treats the subject of cancer 
with as much grace as Tommy 
Wiseau did in The Room. And while 
there’s no indication that the third 
act of Ma Ma takes place in Mag- 
da’s head, it makes more sense if 
you assume it does. SC

All in the Family 


3rd Cousin's debut was whisper-quiet, but it might be the most ambitious restaurant in Bernal Heights.

Six months after its opening, 
3rd Cousin had yet to make much of a 
splash. Chef Greg Lutes — of the 
now-shuttered Lot 7, and highly re- 
garded restaurants in Chicago and New 
York before that — operated a well-liked 
pop-up series a few doors down called 
Kinfolk, but for whatever reason, 3rd 
Cousin seems to have remained a well- 
kept secret. 

Considering the inward-looking 
nature of Bernal Heights, that might 
not be hugely surprising — I bet more 
than a few people within walking dis- 
tance like it that way — but with blogs 
like Bernalwood cheerleading for one 
of San Francisco’s loveliest urban vil- 
lages, it’s surprising that a restaurant 
this ambitious has so far generated a 
mostly local appeal. 

And ambitious it is, which is odd 
considering 3rd Cousin’s location at 
the far eastern end of Cortland Av- 
enue. Between it and the gardening 
supply stores on Bayshore Avenue, 
there ain’t much there. There’s an 
option of an $89 tasting menu with 
$59 wine pairing, although ordering a 
la carte yields a sufficient adventure. 
My perspective is a little skewed, since 
my occupation necessitates over-or- 
dering in order to do my job right, but 
3rd Cousin would make a great date 
restaurant — as long as your date isa 
big eater. 

The extensive menu name-checks a 
conspicuously high number of Ingredi- 
ents That Chefs Love, like farro, ramps, 
uni, fava beans, burrata, morels, and 
yuzu. There’s also miso, brassicas, 
mole, créme fraiche, ramen, rapini 
and broccolini, and pea and brown rice 
“tots” (not my scare quotes). Reading 
between the lines a little, one gets 
the sense that there’s a sort of frenzy 
at work, like a brightly colored bird 
displaying its full plumage to attract 
attention. 3rd Cousin never tucks its 
feathers away for even a second. I’m 
not opposed to a more-is-more ap- 
proach, but piling on ingredients can 
occasionally detract from a focal point 
and make the aggregate effect come off 
as slightly compulsive rather than play- 
ful. (On the other hand, late spring is 
second only to the high fall harvest for 
chefs who draw their influences from 
far and wide, so maybe Chef Lutes is 
just trying to pack it all in.) 

Case in point was the Wagyu 
bavette and short rib (with two-year 
cheddar polenta, asparagus, arugula, 
an onion ring, and horseradish, $32).

Is it really necessary to stick so much 
ornamentation onto Wagyu beef? The 
onion ring in particular feels out of 
place; you could argue that it adds a bit 
of levity or proletarian street cred, but 
in a whisper-quiet, romantic restau- 
rant, it doesn’t need to be there. 
Hand-wringing aside, there is much 
to applaud. The bright-green nettle 
gnocchi (with morels, ramps, peas, 
Parmesan and cream, $18) was a touch 
grainy-pasty, more 
like lima beans than 


flavor, and here, you can appreciate 
both the delicate nature of the fish and 
the stronger, almost mustard-like qual- 
ity of the accoutrements. (Pair it with 
Cleto Charli rose Champagne, if you 
drink nothing else.) 

A ramekin of uni créme brtiilée 
($19), as close to a house special as 
you ll find, combined American stur- 
geon caviar, tobiko, and flying fish 
roe in a delicious little carnival. Just 

as the burrata had 
been held in check

ner. Similarly creamy 
was a dish of burrata 
and grilled baby arti- 
chokes (with cherry 
tomatoes, pickled 
spring onions, rapini pesto, and green 
olives, $16) whose acidic touches cut 
through burrata’s tendency to smother 
everything in gooey dairy. 

On both visits, I had the same im- 
pression of the hamachi crudo (with 
avocado, green strawberry, “straw- 
benero” sauce, furikake tuile, and 
black garlic, $15). Although served 
on a platter that reminded me of the 
Federation symbol from Star Trek, the 
presentation was otherwise very 90s, 
with the different sauces represented 
as perfectly round dots around the 
plate — but what matters most is the

end-all-and-be-all, 
p.m and it’s probably 
shocking to no one 
that it’s tasty as hell. 
Although every- 
thing was more or 
less heaped together visually speaking, 
the duck breast and duck brat (with 
farro, snap peas, cauliflower, fava 
leaves, aprium, and yakiniku barbe- 
cue, $32) might be the best presented 
dish, since every constituent part was 
discernible to the palate. You have to 
appreciate the labor that goes into 
half-shelling the pea pods to reveal 
the individual peas, like an illustrated 
cross-section in a biology textbook. 
And the pappardelle (with broccoli di 
ciccio, wild mushroom, smoked moz- 
zarella, creme fraiche, reggiano, and 
truffle, $32 for an entree portion) is

a marvel of well-cooked pasta, fold- 
ing back on itself like M6bius strips 
underneath just the right amount of 
excess. You have the option of sup- 
plementing it with guanciale, but you 
don’t need it. And lastly, a word on the 
bread: Get it. Each time I went, our 
table scarfed down several helpings 

of Pain Bakery’s porridge bread with 
house butter. 

I have a soft spot for Bernal 
Heights. It was my first San Francisco 
neighborhood when I moved here, so I 
have to admit a bias. If you include the 
strip of Mission Street between Cesar 
Chavez and 30th streets as Bernal ter- 
ritory, it’s got almost everything you 
could want, from ICHI Sushi to Good 
Frikin’ Chicken (although most places 
are pretty casual). But if you consider 
only Cortland Avenue, things become 
more scattershot — a solid Nepalese 
place, a decent taqueria, the less fancy 
New American restaurant Red Hill 
Station. Thus, the fact that 3rd Cousin 
is open until 10 p.m. is significant 
(although if you plan to arrive after 
nine on a weeknight, you may want to 
call ahead, because the server strongly 
hinted the restaurant might close if 
it’s slow). 

Without slighting Hillside Supper 
Club or the always-wonderful Precita 
Park Cafe on the other side of the hill, 
it’s great to see a higher-end restaurant 
put down roots here.

Lazy Bear is for 
the industrious 
—- mostly.

ve tried, always intermittently, 
but for a very long time, to get a reserva- 
tion at Lazy Bear, Chef David Barzelay’s 
restaurant-slash-nightly-perfor- 
mance-piece on 19th Street in the Mis- 
sion. Until now, the closest I’d ever come 
was a Barzelay lunch at Merryvale Vine- 
yards for the Napa Truffle Festival (to 
which I’m pretty confident I will never be 
invited back, after I was a little skeptical 
of a truffle festival where no one has ever 
successfully cultivated a truffle). 

So when I finally made it to Lazy 
Bear in late May, bringing along a 
friend suffering through a protracted 
breakup — there’s always someone 
who needs cheering up — it was with 
a feeling of profound satisfaction. 
Finally, I got to doodle increasingly 
inebriated notes in an illustrated pam- 
phlet provided by the venue, instead of 
surreptitiously into my phone! 

Virtually everything was outstand- 
ing in both taste and presentation, 
but this is not a restaurant review per 
se. (The sagely observant Anna Roth 
tackled that in SF Weekly early last 
year.) Still, many courses were spec- 
tacular: The Parker roll made with an 
ever-evolving, in-house culture and 
served with a full-on cube of butter;

the porcini with a gorgeously poached 
egg yolk, blackberry, and wheatberry; 
and the Guinea hen, an assertively 
vegetal strip of meat dressed with fava 
beans and greens, like the best of AL's 
Place. And I was particularly smitten 
with the bintje potato fondue — with 
peas, morels, nettles, and a powder of 
dill, tarragon, and parsley that Barze- 
lay admitted was “kinda weird” — and 
made with confit’ed potatoes that were 
“in the ground yesterday.” 

With such implied praise for its own 
foraging ethic, Lazy Bear risks coming 
off as if it were fighting a foodie arms 
race against unnamed opponents. 
(They’re prepared to go full nuclear 
with redwood needles under the grilled 
lamb and a dessert rolled in puffed 
amaranth that’s meant to evoke Honey 
Smacks.) But compared with some of 
the technically dazzling but ideolog- 
ically forward-tasting menus around 
town, a low-key joy shines through. 
Why is that so notable? Because in the 
not-quite-two-years since it opened — 
and seven years since Barzelay threw 
his first pop-up — he’s been named to 
Food & Wine’s Best Chefs, nominated 
for Bon Appetit’s 50 Best New Restau- 
rants, sold out a $550 foie gras dinner 
in no time, and pretty much won every 
accolade that could make a food person 
lose his or her bearings. 

If low key, Lazy Bear is not for the 
low income: Beyond the chef’s tasting 
menu itself, cocktails are all $14-$15, 
and yes, there is at least one bottle 
of wine priced north of $4,000. But 
it wasn’t as if I had Peter Thiel to my 
right and a Qatari emir to my yy p35 
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left. I know this because diners are en- 
couraged to approach the kitchen and 
inquire about what’s being served — at 
opportune moments, of course — and 
to chat with the people seated nearby. 
I believe this comes from a genuine de- 
sire to encourage camaraderie during a 
long experience, but it’s also probably 
because communal dining has an iffy 
reputation in an era when social awk- 
wardness is on the rise. In any case, to 
my right was a hearing-impaired cou- 
ple who'd been twice before and who 
grinned at each other throughout the 
meal, and to my left was a woman who 
worked in advertising and her date. I 
enjoyed their company but didn’t learn 
much about them because they were 
consumed with paroxysms of uncon- 
trolled merriment almost the entire 
time. We did squeeze in one group 
activity: Gathering a ton of Lazy Bear’s 
red golf pencils, each embossed with 

a different Boy Scouts-esque message, 
for a rare non-food Instagram shot. 

Beyond the silliness, there were 
small details that made me swoon, and 
not just because the stereo played the 
new Beth Orton followed by the new 
Tame Impala. One of my pet peeves 
is when, after getting up, I return to 
my seat to find my napkin folded. (’'m 
going to put that near my mouth; how 
clean were the phantom napkin-fold- 
er’s hands?) Here, to my delight, I 
returned to find the Field Guide up- 
right, the pages fanned out. (It was like 
the stacked kitchen-table chair scene 
in Poltergeist, only not terrifying.) 

And the check, when it came, arrived 
tucked in a hardcover copy of A Field 
Guide to Rocky Mountain Flowers. 

But again, the overall vibe is re- 
laxed. The layout of open kitchens 
militates against diva tantrums, but 
Barzelay — a chef who began his pro- 
fessional life as an attorney — seems 
congenitally congenial. 

It’s really hard to decipher my notes 
at the end even though | started writ- 
ing in all-caps to keep things legible. 
After coffee service, I drew arrows 
and wrote “STEAL, ATELIER DION 
espresso cup/saucer, matte volcanic 
gray. (I didn’t pocket anything, so 
make of that what you will.) What re- 
ally made me LOL was the bathroom, 
where there’s a pic of a felled tree ina 
forest and the caption “Who cut one?” 
and a poster stating, “Employees must 
wash hands before returning to work. 
But we would do it even if it wasn’t re- 
quired.” Un-passive-aggressive signage 
Imagine that. In a city where postings 
at steep hilltops say, “Trucks not rec- 
ommended,” we could use more of it. 
And fried soft shell crab with green 
tomato, ramps, and cilantro. We could 
definitely use more of that, too.

‘PEOPLE WHO WANT TO TRY EVERYTHING’ 


Stills Standing

Three years ago, Clint Potter was 
storing dozens of bottles of homemade 
whiskey in his bedroom. Now, the co- 
founder of San Francisco distillery Seven 
Stills has opened a dedicated tasting 
room in the Bayview — the first hard al- 
cohol tasting room in San Francisco, and 
the first of its kind in California. 

In late May, the small-batch whis- 
key makers began welcoming custom- 
ers to sample the porters, stouts, and 
other flavorful microbrewed beers 
that form the base for their maverick 
whiskeys. For now, whiskey sampling 
remains by appointment only, due to 
a quirk in Bayview’s zoning laws that 
Seven Stills is working to overturn. 
(But it’s very easy to get an appoint- 
ment.) 

Seven Stills was only one of a num- 
ber of distilleries to apply for Califor- 
nia’s new Type 74 permit, which went 
into effect Jan. 1 and allows distillery 
visitors to purchase bottles directly 
as well as sample spirits in cocktails 
on-site. 

But Seven Stills was the first to get 
its Type 74 permit approved. 

“Last week was a big week for us,” 
distillery CEO Tim Obert says ona 
warm Wednesday afternoon in early 
June. “We got our federal permits, we 
got our Type 74 permit, and we got our 
final inspection signed off.” 

They ll celebrate with a public grand 
opening July 16, when visitors can 
taste Seven Stills’ whiskeys, beers, 
and house-made bitters, alongside 
small bites and food-truck offerings. 
The party also kicks off a series of new 
whiskey releases planned for fall and 
winter. 

Obert and Potter first met as stu- 
dents at UC Santa Cruz and went their 
separate ways for years, before reunit- 
ing through a mutual friend. At the 
time, Obert was experimenting with 
craft brewing while Potter was teach- 
ing a community course on whiskey 
at UC Berkeley that involved jaunts to 
Beckett’s on Shattuck Avenue (which is 
now Tupper and Reed) for tastings. 

“T told him how whiskey was made,” 
Potter says. “He said, ‘Why don’t we 
try distilling the beer ’m making?’ ” 

Together, they purchased an old 
copper still for $500, which now stands 
inside the entrance of their Bayview 
brewery and distillery. 

Before long, they were making new 
batches of beer and whiskey every two 
weeks. Obert asked the owners at local 
liquor chain Healthy Spirits whether 
they were selling whiskey made from 
beer. They weren't, meaning he’d 
discovered an essentially untapped 


market. 

“T didn’t like how many breweries 
were popping up, Obert says. He 
wanted to do something different. 

The pair started with California 
Courage vodka. After they’d opened 
about 100 accounts with bars and 
liquor stores, Seven Stills launched its 
first whiskey, the complex and lightly 
sweet Chocasmoke, made from a choc- 
olate oatmeal stout and peated barley. 

Created in honor of San Francisco's 
Twin Peaks, Chocasmoke features 
an illustration of a Native American 
woman inked by local street artist Zio 
Ziegler. It recently released Fluxuate, 
made from coffee porter — a nod to 
Folgers Coffee’s roots on Rincon Hill, 
with artwork from David Polka — and 
will soon roll out a whiskey made from 
a Russian imperial stout in honor of 
Russian Hill. Seven Stills ultimately 
plans to create whiskeys for each of the 
city’s seven major hills. 

In addition to the beers that are the 
pre-distillation sources for the liquors, 
visitors will be able to try beers aged 
in casks that held the whiskeys made 
from them. A meta-tasting, if you will. 

“It’s beer-ception,’ Obert says. “A 
beer within a beer within a beer.” 

Seven Stills has also teamed up with 
a number of local breweries: Whipnose 
whiskey is made from Pacific Brewing 
Company’s Double IPA, while Dog- 
patch comes from Almanac’s Dogpatch 
Sour. (For extra funk, it’s finished in 
the original beer barrels.) Several more 
are currently aging, including a tart 
whiskey based on San Francisco Brew- 
ing Company’s sourdough sour, one 
made from Laughing Monk’s Sunshine 
Saison, and a third, hop-filled whiskey 
distilled from Simpleton’s Double IPA. 

As Seven Stills rolls out several 
new whiskeys this fall — including a 
warm, spicy Oktoberfest dram — it’s 
also gathering letters of support for a 
change to the local alcohol restrictions 
in Bayview. If changed, tasting-room 
guests will be able to sample whiskeys 
solo and without an appointment. 

Although whiskey and bourbon 
are increasingly popular, Obert and 
Potter say there’s still a long way to go 
before brown liquor is as popular as 
craft beers. Many beer enthusiasts are 
curious about whiskey, but the laws 
against home-distilling have probably 
kept whiskey education from flourish- 
ing as dramatically, they say. 

They're hoping that will help make 
Seven Stills a success. 

“We're going after those craft-brew 
people who want to try everything,” 
Obert says.

The many ways in which rapper YG has left an indelible footprint on pop culture and why he's “still brazy.”

YG knows how to make headlines. 

In 2013, the Compton rapper, born 
Keenon Jackson, inspired legions of 
high school students to ditch class 
and temporarily halted traffic on 
Pico Boulevard in Los Angeles after 
inviting the public via Instagram to 
attend the filming of the music video 
for his song “Left, Right.” Another 
Instagram open call from the rapper 
led to an impromptu rally in April, 
when a rowdy crowd of more than one 
hundred people arrived for the filming 
of “Fuck Donald Trump,” a joint track 
with Crenshaw rapper Nipsey Hussle. 
(The shoot ended up being shut down 
by police.) Less than a month later, the 
Secret Service got in touch with YG’s 
label Def Jam to peruse the content of 
his upcoming album, Still Brazy, to see 
whether there was any other political 
material in it. 

A former member of the Bloods 
street gang, multiple attempts have 
been made on his life: He was shot in 
the groin outside of a recording studio 
in 2015 — “I’m hard to kill,” he said 
later — and just last month, another 
music video shoot in Compton was can- 
celed after it was interrupted by gun- 
fire. (YG was briefly detained by police, 
who found shell casings at the scene 
from an AK-47 assault rifle and later 
declared the shooting “gang-related.”) 

The 26-year-old, who will be per- 
forming at KMEL’s Summer Jam on 
Sunday, June 12, is also responsible for 
inspiring trends. His song “Toot It and 
Boot It” introduced the phrase into the 
public lexicon in 2010. (For those over 
the age of 30, it’s another way of saying 
“hit it and quit it.”) YG has also pop- 
ularized swapping the first letters of 
words with a “b”: You can now buy hats 
on Etsy and cell phone cases on eBay 
that say “Bompton,” and the slogan 
“bickin’ back being bool” was de rigueur 
in certain circles for most of 2014. 

You could also thank YG for the 
proliferation of ratchet rap — sexually 
overt, fast-paced hip-hop propelled by 
808 kick drums and layered synthesiz- 
ers. In 2008, along with his longtime 
friend and frequent collaborator DJ 
Mustard, YG formed Pu$haz Ink, a 
collective and record label that re- 
leased the emcee’s early mixtapes. YG’s 
punchy, raunchy lyrics and Mustard’s 
thumping, snare-riddled productions 
introduced a new sound to the West 
Coast that quickly caught on in the un- 
derground hip-hop scene. The rapper's 
snap- and clap-heavy, boom-bap banger,

“Toot It and Boot It,” (which features 
vocals and production from artist Ty 
Dolla Sign), became YG’s first radio hit. 
The song peaked at No. 67 on Billboard's 
Hot 100, was on heavy rotation in clubs 
nationwide, and at least one teenage girl 
I know received a ticket for blaring the 
song too loudly in her car while driving 
through Beverly Hills. 

Since then, YG has blown up. His 
2013 song about loyalty and friendship, 
“My Nigga,” went double platinum and 
garnered the rapper two BET Hip-Hop 
Awards. “Who Do You Love?” his 2014 
collaboration with Drake, was certified 
platinum by the Recording Industry 
Association of America, and his debut 
album, My Krazy Life, went gold earlier 
this year. 

“Tm happy with my success,” YG 
says. “But, you know, shit comes with 
success. Mo’ money, mo’ problems. I’m 
dealing with them right now.” 

Though the emcee didn’t elaborate, 
his new song “Why You Always Hatin?” 
featuring Drake and Oakland rapper Ka- 
maiyah — the first single to be released 
off of Still Brazy — gives us an idea of 
those woes: getting shot, losing friends, 
and people talking shit about him. 

Not that we'll have to wait long to 
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find out more. Still Brazy, which is cen- 
tered around the last two years of YG’s 
life since My Krazy Life came out, will 
be released June 17. 

“It’s like the dark side of my success 
story, is basically what this album is 
about,” he says. “I’m talking about real 
life experiences from this last year.” 

Unlike its predecessor, Still Brazy 
has very few featured artists — “This 
album is just more personal, so I didn’t 
really have too many motherfuckers 
hopping on,” he says — and it’s also 
not produced by Mustard. 

A year ago, the two friends hada 
very public falling out on Instagram 
that revolved around Mustard’s claims 
that he “ain’t got payed [sic]” for his 
work on My Krazy Life. 

“We were young and dealing with 
success, YG says of their beef. “All that 
shit played a part in what was going on 
at the time and how we felt about it.” 

Because the pair only recently 
patched things up — YG posted a 
photo of the two on Instagram from 
Coachella with the caption, “For a 
whole year me and this nigga @djmus- 
tard ain’t been BOOL at all. But niggaz 
FINALLY sat it down...WE BACK 
BITCHES!!!” — YG turned to other 
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producers for Still Brazy, such as two- 
time Grammy Award winning Terrace 
Martin, Heartbreak Gang member 
P-Lo, and multi-platinum record pro- 
ducer Hit-Boy. 

“It helped me exercise my talent 
because you aren't getting comfortable 
working with one dude and in one 
style,” YG says. “You get different vibes 
from different producers, and so, you 
know, it spices up your talent a little 
bit.” 

As for the album’s title, it’s an 
obvious nod to YG’s previous album, 
My Krazy Life, but it’s also a comical 
descriptor of who the rapper is. 

“I’m human,” he says. “I’m just giv- 
ing off my vibes and how I'm feeling.”

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‘WE'RE DEFINITELY TRYING SHIT OUT’ 


Everything is Experimental

Dustin “Dusty” Zozaya was 
organizing a pre-party for this year’s Lev- 
itation, Austin’s annual three-day psy- 
chedelic rock festival, when he got the 
news that it was cancelled. 

Heavy spring rains had caused sig- 
nificant flooding throughout Austin 
and its surrounding suburbs. By the 
Thursday before the festival’s start, 
the damage to the grounds at Carson 
Creek Ranch and the liability risk of 
over ten thousand attendees treading 
over a muddy floodplain rose beyond 
the realm of a quick fix. Less than 36 
hours before the opening performance, 
festival officials reluctantly pulled the 
plug. 

Zozaya — the bassist for psych-rock 
band Holy Wave, which was scheduled 
to perform — was stunned. 

“It was pretty silent for a second,” 
he recalls, talking via phone from his 
home studio in Austin. “Everybody [in 
the room] was like, ‘Shit.’ ” 

Holy Wave had reason to take the 
news hard. Performing at Levitation 
had become an annual tradition. The 
band has played the festival four times 
— and is signed to The Reverberation 
Appreciation Society, the record label 
in charge of producing the event. 

Last year’s appearance was the 
most epic to date. At the early evening 
set, the band played to a packed crowd 
as trippy, spiraling light projections 
synced with the music danced in the 
background. Holy Wave had been an- 
ticipating an even bigger turnout this 
year, and also had plans to debut mate- 
rial from its new album. 

But the massive scramble that 
followed the cancellation left no time 
to wallow. Flood relief shows were 
planned and organizers hastily threw 
together a makeshift Levitation, held 
in various venues around Austin. In the 
end, Holy Wave played a late night set 
to a wildly enthusiastic crowd at Hotel 
Vegas, an East Austin concert hall. 

“People were definitely wanting to 
make the best out of the situation,” 
Zozaya says. “Everybody was super 
pumped. It kind of worked out.” 

Holy Wave’s roots trace back to El 
Paso, when its then-teenage members 
started experimenting and writing 
songs with one another. Instead of 
following the Fugazi-worshipping hard- 
core trend that dominated their home- 
town’s sound, they took inspiration 
from British and Irish shoegaze acts 
from the ‘80s and “90s, like Spacemen 
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3, Slowdive, and My Bloody Valentine. 

Crashing on each other's couches 
and jamming in garages eventually 
gave way to a full-fledged move to 
Austin and the June 2012 release of 
their debut EP The Evil Has Landed. 
After months of relentless gigging, 
Holy Wave caught the attention of two 
labels: Burger Records and The Rever- 
beration Appreciation Society. (They’ve 
since released music through both.) 

By the time the band released its 
sophomore album, Relax, in 2014, it 
was attracting attention from music 
publications like Pitchfork and Paste, 
and critics were calling it a new genera- 
tion of psych-rockers. 

But the quintet is hesitant about 
this label. Co-frontman Kyle Hager 
says he uses the term “psych-rock” to 
describe the band to someone who's 
never heard their music, but adds that 
“we don’t really think about the whole 
psych thing.” 

Multi-instrumentalist Joey Cook, 
however, thinks the term is too narrow. 
“There’s also elements of easy listening 
to our music,” he says. 

While this is partly true — the 
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band’s recent album, Freaks of Nurture, 
could be described as music to chill out 
to — you're not going to find it shelved 
alongside Kenny G’s Greatest Hits at a 
record store anytime soon. 

Rhythm takes precedence in Freaks 
of Nurture, and all 10 tracks experi- 
ment with pacing and an omnipresent 
bass-driven groove. Album opener 
“She Put A Seed In My Ear” sends a 
dark bassline slithering beneath a 
kaleidoscope of jangly guitar licks and 
buzzing synths. A military drumroll 
collides with a sunshine-bright synth 
riff on the unstoppable “Our Pigs.” 
“Minstrel’s Gallop,” one of the band’s 
favorite cuts on the record, floats an 
ethereal Zombies-inspired melody atop 
loose, easy drums. The half-shoegaze, 
half-Kinks guitars that defined Relax 
remain, but the songwriting envelop- 
ing Hager’s heartfelt lyrics has never 
sounded sharper. “Take me to your car/ 
We can put on Valentines and Eno,” 

a lovestruck Hager coos on “Western 
Playground.” 

Holy Wave has been hard at work on 
other songs, too. For The Reverberation 
Appreciation Society, they provided a 
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Alison Scarpulla 


cover of The Beach Boys’ “That’s Not 
Me’ in celebration of the fiftieth anni- 
versary of Pet Sounds. It’s dreamier and 
looser than the original, bookended by 
a synth floating nowhere in particular. 
But it still remains faithful to Brian 
Wilson’s original with its layered har- 
monies and jangling riffs. 

“We got to do whatever we wanted 
with it,” Zozaya says of the commis- 
sion. “It was nice to be in control of the 
whole thing.” 

However, future Holy Wave materi- 
al might depart from the reverb-heavy 
grooves the band is typically known 
for now. 

“We're starting to do things with 
synths,” says Julian Ruiz, the band’s 
drummer. “We've started messing 
around with the drum machine. I’m 
not saying that’s where we're going, 
but we’re definitely trying shit out.”

She now DJs 
around the world, mixing these classic 
tunes with EBM and blackened techno. 
Joining her is Broken English Club, aka 
Oliver Ho, a techno luminary producing 
modern post-punk inspired sounds on 
Vasicka’s new label Cititrax. 


Monarch presents Eddie C at Monarch, 
9:30 p.m.-3 a.m.

There's many different paths to 
successful DJing. One particularly 
notable path is to carve out a niche and 
then do it so well that the world can't 
help but notice. That's what Canadian 
selector Eddie C did.

- eventually becoming a scene unto 
themselves - Eddie C released a slew of 
edits and original productions so good 
it’s hard to imagine the sound without 
him.

Odyssey is no longer an under- 
ground party, but its vibe remains.

In operation for 
decades, Rush Hour is an inimitable seal 
of quality, publishing music of all kinds; 
Antal’s record bag knows no bounds. 


NOTABLE LOCAL RECORDS 


Horizons Beneath the Surface 
by Lavender; Jacktone Records 


Last year, Lavender’s debut album Mys- 
tique Youth came seemingly out of no- 
where. It’s one of the best ambient 
records I’ve heard in years, and I selected 
it as one of SF Weekly’s Top 15 Bay Area 
Albums of 2015. Nine months later 
comes Horizons Beneath the Surface, Lav- 
ender’s sophomore album, and although 
it doesn’t tweak Mystique’s formula, it 
makes an excellent companion to his su- 
perb debut. 

To be clear, Horizons offers much 
the same as Mystique: beautifully com- 
posed, brilliantly minimal ambient 
dreamscapes — except they’re notice- 
ably darker in tenor. In fact, several 
tracks (“Abyss,” “Languished,” “Carved 
Intentions”) feel downright malefi- 
cent, a remarkable shift from the rela- 
tively even-handed mood of Mystique. 
(For the record, I adore “Abyss” and 
“Carved,” but “Languished” is a bit too 
funereal, even for me.) 

Elsewhere, Horizons offers rhyth- 
mic developments. “Cortege Funebre,” 
the album’s longest track, feels like 
a classic minimal techno jam in the 
tradition of Thomas Brinkmann, and 
“Celebration in Sietch Tabr” sounds 
like vintage German acid-techno, just 
quieter. 





Mystic Bill 


Odyssey presents Mystic Bill 
at Public Works Loft, 9:30 p.m.-3 a.m.

At its best, Horizons is a masterclass 
in careful sound design: the aforemen- 
tioned “Carved Intentions,” an unfor- 
gettable three-minute-long portrait 
of Giallo horror containing nothing 
beyond a plaintive, warbling synthesiz- 
er backed by a careful bassline, does so 
much with so little it must be heard to 
be believed. 

Overall, I prefer Mystique’s lighter 
mood. Regardless, Horizons shows off 
Lavender’s breadth of emotion, and 
solidifies him as an ambient composer 
like no other. 


Charon by Glacial23; Sequel Sound 


Sequel Sound is an Oakland record label 
dedicated to leftfield electronic music; 
their catalog is entirely digital, except for 
this latest album — released on CD — by 
Cleveland techno producer Glacial23. 
Containing three original works and 
three remixes, it’s a pleasantly familiar 
agglomeration of techno tropes that 
breaks no ground, but is fun to listen to. 

The title track, “Charon,” is a spacey, 
four-on-the-floor techno cut that seems 
to owe its existence to a handful of “90s 
innovators: there’s a sparkling synth 
lead, the kind you might find on a B12 
classic; there’s a shimmering dub chord 
in the background, plucked straight 
from Basic Channel; and there’s a funky 
deep house bassline. Put them together 
and you have a shamelessly fun listen. 
Original? Nah. But I challenge you to 
listen to this one and not groove to it. 

“Planetary” sounds and feels mut- 
ed; skip it. “Kadillak,” though, features 
a reverbed kick drum and a gloriously 
spaced-out acid riff. A superfluous 
vocal sample makes for unneeded dis- 
traction, but otherwise, had you told 
me this track came out on a German 
trance label in 1992, I would not have 
batted an eye. 

The dub edit of “Charon” feels 
unnecessary, but both remixes are su- 
perb, staggering the beat and changing 
the feel of the tune altogether — excel- 
lent fodder for both techno and deep 
house DJs.

Listen to Holy Fuck’s 2009 self-titled debut, 2007's LP, 2010's Latin, and this 
year’s release, Congrats, and you can hear the evolution of this electronic-rock 
quartet. Once known for improvised live sets and a rotating cast of drummers 
and bassists, Holy Fuck, formed by Toronto musicians Brian Borcherdt and Gra- 
ham Walsh, is now a sleeker, more consistent band. In the 12 years since its for- 
mation, Holy Fuck has transitioned from an experimental electronic band to a 
more cohesive, rock-rooted outfit, one you've possibly heard before without 
knowing it. Holy Fuck’s music has been used in TV shows (Breaking Bad, season 
two), videogames (Midnight Club: Los Angeles), commercials (Chrysler), and 
films (Scott Pilgrim vs. The World). Congrats is the band’s first album in six years, 
but unlike the band’s sound, which took a long time to stabilize, the album took 
a surprisingly short time to record: only three days.

It’s one thing to share a musical hero with your bandmates; it’s quite another to 
name your band after said musical hero. Enter San Francisco’s The Bilinda 
Butchers, named in homage of Bilinda Butcher, the guitarist for shoegaze pio- 
neers My Bloody Valentine. The lineage isn’t perfectly straight, as The Bilinda 
Butchers are dreamier and more pop-oriented than their namesake band, but 
they share an affinity for droned-out guitars and layered, evocative vocals. Their 
latest full-length release, Heaven, is a concept-album-cum-soundtrack in the 
form of a diary about a young Japanese woman who falls in love with a poet 
while trapped in an arranged marriage to a cruel nobleman. (Spoiler alert: The 
poet dies shortly after the pair are discovered, and she drowns herself to join 
him in the afterlife.) The record is resonating on both sides of the Pacific, as the 
trio just wrapped an eight-date jaunt through China and Taiwan, and plan to 
head east again in July to play their way through Japan. Until then, catch them 
on this side of Honolulu for the last time for the foreseeable future. Elle Coxon

I’m a 33-year-old straight guy with a small dick. I 
have a girlfriend of seven years.

TP, which stands for Tiny Prick, is a prominent 
member of the SPH (small penis humiliation) 
fetish scene. TP is active on Twitter (@delivery- 
boy4m) and maintains a blog devoted to the 
subjects of SPH (his passion) and animal rights 
(a subject his Domme is passionate about) at 
fatandtiny.blogspot.com. 

“T got really lucky because I found the Domme 
I’ve been serving for more than 10 years,” said TP. 
“It was my Domme who encouraged me to bring 
up my kinks with my wife. I only wish I had told 
my wife earlier. She hasn’t turned into a stereo- 
typical dominatrix, but she was open to incorpo- 
rating some SPH play into our sex life.” 

According to TP, TINY, you've already laid the 
groundwork for the successful incorporation of 
SPH into your sex life: You’re having good, regu- 
lar, and satisfying vanilla sex with your partner. 

“TINY’s partner is happy with their sex life, so 
he knows he can satisfy a woman,” said TP. “That 
will help to separate the fantasy of the humilia- 
tion from the reality of their strong relationship.
